Wife, an attache of tho 
Jniiriuit, to Petersburg, demanding Immediate per- 
sonal sailbractlon under lite rules or the (Zupllo or tho 
editor of the Irulrr, Mr. Win, B. Cameron. Tho 
health of the latter gentleman's wire being in a very 
precarious and delicate condition, an immediate 
meeting was an Impossibility, and, however caser 
eitlior was for the deadly combat, tho matter had to 
be postponed fora few daya under the circumstances. 
On wetineaday messages were Hying rapidly be- 
tween the 
belligerents. 
Mr. Cameron wliiicd 
lull information as to the nature of Mr. Ilnuhes' 
demand upon him, receiving In reply that nothing 
short of a full and complete retraction and a gen- 
errous expression or regret for tho appearance ol i he 
olicuglve article, or an Immediate meeting on tne 
fleld of honor, would satlMy him. Thug matter* con- 
tinued until Thursday niphr. when Mr. Lagarde. thn 
friend of Mr. Cameron, ami Mr. S\iltz, MJ. Hughes' 
friend, concluded tho arrangements (or the time and 
place of mcelincr, there being no possibility of an 
honorable adjustment of tue aiiair. 


Cameron, upon receipt ol Uuulics' last message, 


iiiHianlly agreed to meet, him. and chose us weapons 
short swords. The place of meeting resolved upon 
was Chester Station, on the Petersburg liaiiro.id, 
midway between tins city and 1'etersburg. Active 
measures were instituted by tho police to prevent 
tho combatants and their sceonos leaving either 
city, but ail vigilance was skilfully eluded and at 
one r.

The 
seconds were held to ball to keep tho peace, and the 
Kiiilert pincers then went In quest of tho principals, 
with little hope, however, of their capture. From 
eircnmstancen attending tho arrest of the seconds 
t was believed that tno alfnlrof honor thus Inter- 
rupted would come off late to-night or to-morrow 
morning. Later inteliiccnce Irom Chester, however, 
states that all but Cameron, who could not be found, 
nwe been arrested and bailed to kc«p tiie peace.

here yesterday, we obtain the following Important 
information relative to the progress of Hostilities in 
Paraguay:— 


A Brazilian regiment of cavalrr, in the advanced 
guard ot the allied army, had been surprised on the 
moment of halting and pasturing the horses, the 
whole regiment, as well as an. infantry picket which 
was on the spot, being destroyed by Lopez's troops.

m favor of persons -held on criminal charges; and 
in obedience to that sentiment that gives three 
chances to every person held for crime, when either 
the reputation jar ambition of a lawyer is at stake, 
or convenient friends sheil out tnerr stored gold, the 
calendar presents In a position of honor three cases, 
two murders and one burglary. Until these cages 
are disposed of the business of the virtuous and 
honest mem tiers of the community must rest, and, 
therefore, as the State has so honored them, it is due 
that-we pay our first respects to a history of their 
sorrows and their trials. 


The first case is that of Joel B. Thompson, who 


•was tried at Troy for the murder of Thomas B. Bailey, 
on the 2Gth of January, 1867.

formed that Thompson had offered some gross In- 
anlt to the deceased's sister, sallied ont from the 
engine house of one or the Troy steamers, of which 
he was an officer, with a friend, In search of tha 
Qespoller of female virtue.

saloons, these being the favored visiting places of 
the prisoner, he saw the prisoner, who had in the 
meantime been informed 
of the anxious soli-

mind to Seep itself clear in the midst of excite- 
ment.

Dp 
to this point tus evidence Is plain and clear; but 
here the stories diverge most marvellously, Bailey's 
friend testifying that as Bailey neared Thompson, 
Intending, in a quiet and peaceable way, to remon- 
strate wish him in reuard to the sisterly difficulty 
Thompson drew a revolver and shot the deceased 
who died lu a tew minutes; that th"re was nothing 
on the part of Bailey that indicated any au^er or 
design to injure tue prisoner, and that the only fear 
that Thompson could Have been influenced by was 
the

Thompson's friend, 
on the other hand 
swears that as

The testimony 
of both then united in showing that Thomoson im- 
mediately threw down his pistol and leanlne ov"r 
the deceased cried out. "Don't die, Tom, t did not 
muan to km yon." 
Tiie case wus \ cry ably tried for 
ttie defence, and a verdict or murder in tue second 
decree rendered. The prisoner's counsel then in 
view of the indictment having been lonud for mur-

there any ground or reason for convicting the pris- 
oner of murder in the sccxwd dcjrree.

THE STEAMSHIP UNITED KINGDOM, 


IVot Heard from ftnr Fifty-four 


Days. 


Hopes for Her Safety and Fears 


of Her Loss. 


List of Her Passengers aud Sched- 


ule of Her Cargo. 


The steamship United Kingdom cleared last front 


thi« port on Saturday, the 17th of last April. She 
sailed early on Monday, me 19th. or the sane month, 
and »he has not ret arrived m Her port of destina- 
tion, which was Glasgow, in Scotland, nor has aim 
Been neard from at any other place, nor was she 
"spolcen" by any vessel that has since made port in 
Europe oi America so far as known. .From the istu 
ol Aum to the litti ot Jnna 13 & long time tot a 
steamer to be at sea on a trip from Kew York to 
Glasgow, and serious apprehensions are being felt 
that she has either foundered at sea in a caie or waa 
wrecked oa an iceberg or met with some other fatal 
accident in mid-ocean, where- Help and assistance 
were ont of the question. These -were tte reports 
afloat yesterday.' But tbe Messrs. Henderson 
Brothers, agents for tus Anchor line, to wblcn th* 
steamer belongs^—direct inquiry being made of 
them—expressed tuemselves atui hopeful of the 
safety of the vessel, and that, in their opinion, and 
with their knowledge of the resisting quautaos of tea 
ship. It was far from certain, ana even exceedlngly 
doubtful, that the United 'Kingdom Had met vntU 
any fatal disaster at sea. 


The ressel is an Iron screw steamer of 3,800 tons, 


built at Greenoelc, in Scotland, for the_Anehor line 
ol steamships, In ISST. She was rated at Lloyd's aa 
Al for twelve" years, ana, being especially designed 
for service across the Atlantic, she waa omit with a 
view to stand the hardships of winter travel. Sue -was 
260 feet long, 33 feet s mcnes breadth ot aeam and 
23 feet depth of hold, with engines rated at 
800 horse power. In charge of her was Captain 
Alexander Stenhouse, for about twelve years in tha 
employ of the company, havins first entered its ser- 
vice as second officer and advancing gradually to Ms 
present position of master, waica tie naa Held for 
several years, fie haa followed the occaBatioaof a 
seafarer for more than twenty-flve years, and hence 
has had experience as a seaman, and was sons.d- 
eted a Very reliable captain, the first officer on. 
board the Dnttea Kingdom, wnen. she lalt here last, 
waa James Clark, and the second officer B. F. Bra- 
gll, both experienc«4 seamen, wh» hid o&jtt em- 
ployed on this line-for manv years. The vessel lier- 
self is said to have been one of tne strongsss, ever 
built for transatlantic service, and has raade over 
eighty voyages across me ocean witu perfect safety 
to all on board. A list or the crew could sot be on. 
talned in this city, as me record Is Kept in Scotland 
and on board, no ciopy of it being left in this city, 
none, at least, being accessible. 
_ 
It should be mentioned tlistt the United Kingdom, 
is a very slow vessel, even under steam. Her last 
-trip to 6lasgoTV—a-roviatf at uua port oa tUe night 
of the 16th. or last April—She made in -21% days, land- 
ine 327 steerage passengers at Castle Garaett only, 
on Saturday, tne 17th, ths very day on which shs 
cleared for her outward passage, not sailing, how- 
ever, until theJ9th, the MotidayfolIowlDg. .Sue trip 
before that it took her 18 days to cross from Glasgow 
with 70 steerage and 12 cabin posfengers, landing 
here on the 16th of February last. Tlje last landing 
she made at this port before that was on the 28ta of 
December, 1868, occupying 22 days, Mioerag 109 
steerage and 13 Cabin passengers. The last tlrna 
she was here before that waa on the 2d of Ifay, 1S«3, 
having come over from Glaseow to thia port in 18?^ 
days with 13S steerage and 9~cabin passengers. Be- 
tween tne months of May and Deceuioar, 1883, the 
United Kingdom made a trip to the Mediterranean, 
and was then for quite a length of tune m tue fall 
subjected to extended repairs, m Hatch, 1808, on 
the 23d of that month, she arrived liere with 335 pas-, 
sengers in steerage ana 3 in tee cabin, taiing 25 
days from Glasgow, and on the ma ol January be- 
fore that she made this port n.uite swiftly la 1T^ 
daya, "witu 88 in steerage ana 10 in tho carjin. These 
successive trips of from 18 to 26 flays snow her to 
be 
a 
rather 
slow eteasier 
aud probably 
a still 
slower 
vessel under sail, 
in 
caso 
anything should have happened on fhe ocean 
to her machinery, it the captain was compelled by 
some accident to stop toe enyincs and to fisott to 
the wind as a sole propelling power it u believed 
that some difaculry may have been experienced in 
the dragging of the screw and also in tlio steermz 
of the amp, aa the screw interfered witu the keei- 
water, ana may therefore have so far lessoned tua 
power ot the rudder as to give the vessel a more or 
less drifting course. 


These are nlvea as some of the reasons why it It 
probable that the United Kingdom Is btiy afloat and 
making tor a harbor with all convenient slowness, 
though speed by tins time and with the past roco:a 
of the vessel Is, aa a matter _or course, out of tho 
question. Having once, In Marcti, isoi, lateen twen- 
ty-five days to cross from Glaszowto New York, 
it is believed by the agents that even the extra- 
ordinary long time of ufty-four flays out may Be ac- 
counted for by the reasons given above; and as the 
vessel had a full supply of provisions nnd but few- 
passengers, and as the cargo consisted in large part of 
provisions the persons on board, It is said, couM be 
subjected to no {treat suffering, even IT the voyage OS 
the ship be still longer protracted by misfortune. 
But there are some circumstances which lessen the 


hope so sanguinciy expressed and, undoubtedly," 
felt bv Messrs. Henderson Brothers for the safety of 
tne vessel. The United Kingdom sailed, as stated 
above, on April 19. On the 20th, tho day atter. 
she was spoken by the steamsiiip Manhattan, 
160 miles east of Sandy llooit. 
On tue 
2Gtii 
or April the uity ol raris arrived here and reported 
that In tho neighborhood or C'ape Race she experi- 
enced heavy westerly sales and. passed a larue num- 
ber of icebergs. 
Tlio United Kingdom steamed 
before the wnrd lu those very calcs, with those ice- 
bergs right before her, anU It is not beyond pos- 
sibility that she may have been driven upon them, 
with no record leit or nor loss. Tins, however, is 
a mere possibility, and the supposition -still remains 
that she may have chunked her course to evade dan- 
gerous contact with «ie icy giants Irom North, 
and may thus nave exceeded double her longest run- 
ning time on record.

One of the largest collieries in tae Kortn of Eng

In April the men agreed to a reduction, which they 
now seek to have returned, on the ground that the 
wages are insufficient to maintain them. The mas- 
ters, however, state that they are not receiving a 
sixpence ?ctura for their capital, and that they can- 
not afford, in ihe present condition of trade, to pay 
more than they agreed to do in April, 


The Paris papers draw attention to a significant 


occurrence which has just taken place in the depart- 
ment of the Cironde.

Emigration from 
Ireland—Tho Strength of 


England by L,n.nd mid Sea—Tlie Country 
Mot So Sirana an in 1S12—Her ITecriilttnir 
Grounds Drained* 


LONDON, May 28, 1869. 


In some of my previous communications I have 


more than once made mention of the great tide of 
emigration which is flowing from tl'at country 
towards tho United States with increased force 
every year. As I sit down to write this letter a 
paragraph In the London Datly A'e^rs of the 21st is 
recalled to my mind, and I copy it for the informa- 
tion of your readers, merely mentioning that tho 
writer la a special correspondent of that paper, who 
has for some wcclca past been engaged in collecting 
Information respecting Ireland from various parts 
Ol that country. Here Is what he says:— 


J have not at hand tho statistics of the emigration from Tre- 
Jand forlhclast inonih ortu-o, but it rmifct be very great, I 
•houid say \ e-ry much in excess of what il was in the corres- 
Jqil.Ung period of !a»t ye-ir. Although the wajl that Issues 
Irom the Irish heart when the moment of separation comes 
»ppro.icln"i to something like despair, the vcarnlng for the 
"Land of the \Vcst" has seized tho whole working population, 
^cslerday (Sunday) 1 rapt several cartloads or persons on 
,tlioir way to Coik and Quuanstown. They are c-T all aces, 
Inim thu child to the oW man whose work In this life has al- 
most bocn accomplished. But in the main they are young 
Then and young girls. 1 noticed that many of the former, 
whether by mere accident or design, wore a bit of green rib- 
bon roiinrt the ncclc. 1 inquired of the driver of a cart, which 
contained six clrls—ages from about slulcen to twenty-four— 
where he had eomo from.

uniform we are now barely able to get ten, and 
these, with rare exceptions, are tae weakly, 111- 
gru'.vn ton-u lads, who are of a verv tjulerent raco 
rom the Irish soldiers who fought for us in our old 
vars. The lourth source, which we used to draw 
roiu when all others faiiea. was the Continent. Our 
g«!.J could always produce German or other legions, 
viio were giad enough to get our pay ana li^nt (as 
nue as they coma) on our side.

Having; then, oar own resources to depend upon, . 
et us see what these resources are, wituout fotiak- 
ng the question one way or another. 
The Lmzlidti army, alter deducting the number of 
men renuired for India, may be put dowu in i ound 
numbers at 80,000 men, 
of which 
30,000 are 
quartered in our various colonies scattered over the 
ruole world, and. about 10,000 are required in Ireland 
•o carry ou wftat really may be called police duties. 
But In ihe event of a war witu tho United States we 
should have to increase those ic.ooo to at least 
I5,ou'o, unless we made up our minds to lose Ireland 
altogether. This would leave about 25,000 to defend 
England and to aid the civil power wherever 
wanted. With our trade destroyed by your cruisers 
tne price of food, clothing and every other neces- 
sary at war rates, littla work to be done, and, tuare- 
ore, waives low, we should have plenty oi discon- 
tent and rioting in the manufacturing and the coal 
and mining districts. Tiiereiore 2S,ODO would barely 
be enough lor our wants. 
VTuere, then, are we to 
jet men from, to send abroad? 
The tram is, and OUT Ministers Know it f all well, 
that m the event of a war we could neither deiend 
Canada nor dream of effecting auy landing in Ame- 
rica. If weliappened to dp tne latter the very wo- 
men and caildren would rise np wiih one accord as 
our enemies. 
But It would be very different with 
rou. 
The moment we were at war no doubt 
rat tnat an American fores would land in Ireland, 
where it -would be received with open arms by the 
whole population. Thousands of the men.who com- 
posed that ioroe would merely be returning home, 
and would find friends • and relatives all over tne 
country. I have neard doubts expressed whether 
an invading army could be led tn Ireland, but whea 
we remember the vast number of cattle and pigs 
that are daily sent from that country to England I 
;hinc there could be no doubt in the matter. For 
Keaa, flour and several other items the force would 
have to depend upon the American fleet, or, at least, 
npon such snpulies as could reach them irom the 
sea. But it most not be forgotten that in every war 
supplies pour in Irom. other countries than those 
chiefly concerned in. the quarrel. In the Crimea tlie 
English and French WOODS were supplied not by 
their-own countrymen alone, but hy numerous ad- 
venturers from Italy, Spain, Algiers, Egypt, aud 
even from the United States. An army in the field 
is always a good customer, and where there is a 
profitable market sellers will never lack. 
In JS12 England was a very much stronger and 
the United Slates a very mach weaker counlry than 
they are now. Bneland had a large army that had 
seen service in the Peninsula, and that was flushed 
with success. The States bad a very small regular 
ioree, and, small as H was, very irregularly drilled 
and disciplined. But rue. heart of yourpeoale was 
on that war, aud you gained your ends. Since then 
you have become an immense nation. Ton are more 
consolidated into one people than ever you were. 
You are in every way self-supporting, and ao uol de- 
pend upon aay country m the world for your sup- 
plies. 
Vfe might blockade New Yoric and New 
Orleans ror months without raising the price of food. 
But II London or Liverpool were cut off from their 
supplies from abroad for one wees there would b3 a 
famine in the land. Ton have depots and receivers 
or all 'Kinds .or rood more than enough to reed your 
whole nation for twelve montas round; wo are living 
from hand to mouth. You would, as yon did during 
the long civil war, act as one man against the enemy; 
we are sadly divided, class aramst class, aud In- 
terest against interest. Your country, large as it is, is 
very compact, Indeed; we have colonies to guard all 
over the world, and to protect our trade m every 
quarter oi the globs would require all the vessels of 
war tliat we could muster. But—and thij would be 
our great source or weakness—more than all other 
matters which would tell against us, is tne fact that 
whereas if your North, and South join hands and 
flght together there would not be a disaffected man 
on your side: but we should uot only have Ireland 
and her peasantry siding with yon, bnt a vast nam- 
ber of Insh soldiers In our army, who would cer- 
tainly not wish our cause any good. The Irishmen 
in our ranks would flght as well as auy men livinu 
could against auy other foe. Iu India, In the 
Crimea, at the Cape of Good nope and in Kcw Zea- 
land they have—for tiiey constitute by far the most 
numerous body of men in our infantry uod artillery 
corps—really won our battles for us. But would 
they fight against their on-n conntrymen P If Fenian- 
ism cropped up every now and then—and It does so 
far more than was -generally known or ever mode 
public—-during the Fenian riots in Ireland, what 
would It do when our army saw before them a com- 
pact, well organized, well fed, well to do army 
of their own countrymen? Fenianism among our 
Irish soldiers la sleeping, hut it is not dead. It 
might not—most likely would not—ever revive under 
ordinary circumstances; and hundreds of men who, 
IT not actually sworn Fenians arc Fenians in their 
hearts, would tight: gallantly Tor England in any 
partor the world except America, and against any ar- 
my except an Irish American one. Very truly has the 
special correspondent of the Daily Neves In Ireland, 
wiiose letters 1 have quoted from above, said that, 
•although tho wail that issaes from the Irish heart 
when Ihe moment of separation comes approaches 
lo something like despair, the yearning for the 
Land of the West' has seized the whole working 
population." And to tnls 1 may add a very signifi- 
cant fact, told me some weeks ago by an English 
onicer serving in a regiment that is maluly composed 
of Irishmen. 
He said that there was much less 
drinking than formerly among the men, and a great 
deal more money than there used to be in the regi- 
mental savings bank. The men, as he aaid, are put- 
ing by their jiay in order to emigrate to America. 
The sober and steady soldiers find their way, sooner 
r later, to the United States the intemperate and 
pcudthrlits remain Tvlih us. A fact like this goes 
ur to show what would be the result of a war If 
rlsh regiments in onr service were brought face to 
ace with Irish troops from America. There was no 
uch reeling In 1812. It was comparatively plain 
allinc with us in those days; and yel we did not 
et the best of the quarrel.

It is furthermore saia iliut he will not take the Ini- 
tiative in reopening the Alubama controversy, but 
that if oar government malic proposals he will be 
prepared to maintain the American view, a chlel 
feature of which is tnat England committed a wrong- 
ful 
act la the 
neutrality 
proclamation. 
We 
are not 
informed 
what 
practical injury the 
American government attributes to the proclama- 
tion, or how far it considers us pecuniarily liable. 
It may be that if the neutrality proclamation came 
Into question the difference between Mr. Sumner 
and the President's government would prove to be 
only one ol deRrce. But for the present, aajwo under- 
stand, no new demand has been addressed to us, 
and Mr. Motley will euler on his duties without the 
prospect o: any immediate controversy. If this be 
the intention of tlie American government, tho 
course to be taken by our own is obvious, 
AVe have 
done all that our own judfjment sucgested, or that 
w:uy sugBestcil to us by the American government, 
for the examination of the Alabama claims. \Vc 
have concluded a treaty in which every original 
demand of the Americans was conceded, and the 
dispute placed In a regular train for settlement; 
this treaty being in all its main propositions tne 
worK or tlio American Secretary of state. It has 
been rejected, and it is clearly the dufy of tue 
Power which rejected it to show m what It was dc- 
flcieut ana to invite consideration to any new pro- 
ject. All that can be expected of our government is 
tuat it snail be ready to examine any new proposals 
which may be made and to consider whether they 
really promise a more Just and equitable solution 
than tliat arrived at last autumn. If It be true that 
the neutrality proclamation is made a grievance of 
by th« government which lias sent Mr. Motley, we 
arc bound, of course, to listen to any arguments 
which may bo adduced, but it Is scarcely possible 
tnat any good purpose would be served by raising 
such a discussion. Even if there could be a question 
or the right of tne British government, or of any 
independent government, to issue such a proclama- 
tion, tliere la good reason lor maintaining that the 
one In question was Issued as much in the Interests 
of North aa of South. So It was understood at the 
time, and so it was accepted up to tbe hour when it 
occurred to politicians in America to make it a 
ground of complaint. This haa been convincingly 
miown in Mr. Forstcr's speech, and it is the view 
taken by other friends of the North In Kogland, 
whoso accuracy of recollection can no more toe 
doubted than their sincerity and truth. 


The London News alludes to the mission in tlie fol- 


lowing terms:— 


TVo nre glad to be able to conclude rrom Mr. Mot- 
ley's speech at Liverpool that he does not come to 
London without instructions. Some of the Ameri- 
can papers are already complaining of the want of 
unj definite policy by General Grant's government 
and it is therefore satisfactory to llnd that 6n the 
question of its relations with this country mat gov- 
ernment not only haa ft policy, but a policy of concili- 
ation and of peac<>- 
It la useless to hide the

have been advanced amid tno sympathy, if not tho 
direct approval, of me American people, and have 
provoked on our Hide a natural determination to re- 
fuse, at all rlstcn, to entertain them. We si'all 1/fl 
glad to be officially assured of that which some of 
the American papers tell us, that Mr. Motley's in- 
structions are to reopen the case, noi on the oasis of 
Mr, Sumner's speech, but ou some more practical 
and more sensible foundation. Tne government and 
people of England will be curious, If we cannot say 
anxious, to kno?r what that basis is. Mr. Motley, 
at Liverpool, spoke of tho doflirc of his people to 
found our International rclatmni on "a basis of 
entire justice and dlflpfisslomuo regard for tho 
honor and flnierest 
of each other." 
If Mr. 


Motley's actual snsgestlons to Lord Clarendon 
are fully pervaded by this spirit, we may hope for 
his mission a success which was denied to that of 
his predecessor. It is. however, far too early as yet 
to express any conudent hope as to his mission at 
nil. One clear gam comes Irom Mr. Motley's pre- 
sence in London with some dennito instructions 
from his government, and that is, the removal of 
the whole question from the region of unomeial 
debate and rhetorical exaggeration into that of 
business statement ana diplomatic negotiation. 
We are content to leave our side of the question m 
the hands of Lord Clarendon, and the country will 
accept the settlement he aud Mr. Money arrange 
between theta. We should be glad to be equally 
sure ol its acceptance by the Senate of tue united 
States. 


The London Telegraph speaKs In this manner:— 
It is niarter for satisfaction, therefore, that Mr. 


Motlev comes railierto conduct the general relations 
betvve'eu \vasmugto-i and the Court of St James, 
tnan to press any special and imperative negotiation 
In lii« capacitj of American Minister Mr. Motley will 
be ail ihe more welcome to us irom the fai't that at 
one time we were forced to regard him as the possi- 
ble bearer of msiructfon which cotild not lail to lead 
the way towards a diplomatic rupture. We have 
had o good deal too mucti recenuy of amateur di- 
ploiuacy; and we are uoue the loss satisfied with the 
new American Minister because he did not volunteer 
an? explanation ol uis own views or of the princi- 
ples he was instructed to upuold, when he met those 
members °' ">e Liverpool Chamber of Commerce 
who th.-mght fit to wait upon him at the very 
hour of his landing on British soil. Our views may 
be old-fcsnioned, out after our late experience we 
shall much prefer to learn the intentions of the 
American government through, accredited methods 
or communication, rather than through casual talks 
wnh sectariao deputations or patnlully unstudied 
after dinner envisions. 
Meanwhile we note with 
satisfaction that nothing can be more friendly or 
cordial than the language in which ilr. Motley re- 
plied to tne deputation which met him at Liverpool. 
Me assured the delegates "that it was the most 
earnest hope and wish of tha President and tbe 
people of tue United states to cultivate faitluul nnd 
inendly relations between England and Amer^a." 


The London star has the following:—

Wnat is all our boasted Christianity, civilization, 
freedom, literature, if we can still prate of letting 
murder Jooss over half tae habitable globe, aud of 
transforming the arts of peace into the plans and 
projects of destruction? Let us, on whichever -side 
of t&e Atlantic our lot may be cast, regard those 
thoughts of horror as mere distempered dreams, and 
turn once more to the prosecution of business, well 
knowing that where tlie two governments are aui- 
mated Uy such sentiments as those to which Mr. 
Motley gives utterance, the arrangement or all differ- 
ences is a-rnere question of time and patience. 


The Lords and file Iriali Gimi-cl! Bill. 


[Fi'om the London Saturday Kaview.] 
The Bevtew remarks that whether the peers adopt 
a d:gmned and courageous course and avert the im- 
putation of defeat by recognizing tliat it is not for 
them to strujsle, or wnetlier they grow angry and 
rush into ill-considered and ineffectual opposition, 
will in a great degree depond on the tone given to 
their debates bv tne principal speakers. There are, 
ws Believe, good grounds for believing tliat the 
leadeis of Ihe House will show wisdom, tact and 
moderation. The three principal leaders of the ma- 
jontv, if Lortl Derbr does not thinii lit to talte an 
active part, are Lord Cairns, Lord Salisbury and 
Lord Caraarvon. 0£ these thres peers Lord Carnar- 
von actually voted last year for the Suspensory bill, 
aud Lord Salisbury enunciated tlie doctrine that a 
hereditary assembly ought not to set itself against the 
clearly recorded decision of the whole nation. Lord 
Cairns will of course hold the leading brier for the 
Irish Churcli, and he will make an excellent advo- 
cate's speech, lull of statements, loleraUy accurate, 
aud of arguments tolerably plausible. 
But Lord 
riurns is not at all Itkeiy to separate himself from 
Mr. Disraeli, lie will not be able, when ho speaks 
of rejecting the bill, to rid himself of the anxious 
thought whether its rejection would really suit Mr. 
P'jsraelt and Mr. Disraeli's Chancellor. Kow, what 
Mr. Disraeli must ttiink of tde Irish Church bill Is 
perfectly plain. lie must long to get It out of the 
war, and to have done with a question wliich arrays 
against him a majority so compact and overwjjelin- 
ing that at! his spirit is taken .out of him, until he 
does uot even thmfc it worth while to pronose Im- 
portant amendments of which 
lie 
has given 
formal notice. Tne task of Lord Cairns will not be 
to stop the bill, but, to convince the Irish Protestants 
tliat he is still their own Lord ualrns, that he has 
done his very best for them, and that il he cou.d not 
help them it waa because no one could. The bishopa 
will naturally ao all tney can for the cause they have 
made their own; but they will speak under the great 
disadvantage that every one will know that they are 
but takmw a line which it is necessary they should 
take, and that as the successful men of a profession 
thev are saying wliafc the profession wishes should 
be said. The mild virtues ol the Chancellor anu tho 
seductive good humor of Lord Granvillo will do all 
that is possible to soften 
that 
victory of a 
minority wliich must always ruffle the feelings of a 
majority. A brilliant hope, too, plays before the 
vision ot the friends of the bill and of the govern- 
ment, and half in amusement, half in triumph, 
they catch up and repeat the rumor that the real 
champion of the ..Irish Church, the really bitter 
and vigorous adversary of the Ministry, is to be re- 
vealed in Lord Westbnry. The cause or the Irish 
Church la long past being damaged; but, if it could 
be damaged, its ruin could not have been more 
surely cunftded to any advocacy than that of a man 
whoso every argument in its favor will provoice tha 
reflection how very much belter an argument he 
would have found against it if he had but been 
Chancellor. Some outbursts of bitterness there will 
be of course; some mooning dissertations on the 
coronation oath; some whisperings of panic stricken 
Orange peers. But if the leaders on both .sides kceo 
toelr tempers, and from the outset insist on the true 
constitutional position of the Lords, the bill may not 
only pass, but may so pass that its passing shall not 
be regarded by the nupc-r house or by the puWlc as 
a defeat of the Lords. 


Address of Lhc Deputation from tue Irish 


Church Conference. 


A deputation Irom the Irish Church Conference, 


which recently held Its session in Dublin, was pre- 
sented before tne Ilonsc of Lords on Saturday, the 
20th ultimo, when the following 
address was 


made:— 


Way It please your LordshipH—We appear Iirfore yon as a 


deputation from tho Irish Church Conference, lately con- 
vened in JJubliu by the Arcubjiihopa ot the Iritih provinces of 
the United Olmrcii of Knglancl ana Ireland. That Conference 
wan elected br the clersy aud laity of every p.irlfili thrun-h- 
ont Ireland. We, therefore, Bpeak, not as mere individuals, 
but witu full authority aa elected and delegated py the Irith 
ChurclL 


Addressing your Lordsliipn in UIIH cap.-icltv, \vo earnestly 
beseech your LordshM'S not to sanction tlie principle of the 
Iripb. Church bill by reading it a uticond time, and tu,U for tho 
following reasons :~ 


1. Because Its object is to dissolve the union between 
Churcli and State in one component purt ol" the United Kln-- 
dom, by legislation whlcn mint be termed exceptional, liuiu- 
mncn as it creates a difference between the constitution of 
Ireland and 'uut of the remaining portion of the United 
Kingdom. 
2. Becfiuua it will tend to Eubvcit that parochial orsa!ii*..l- 
tlon, by which the ministrations and consolations of religion 
are extended throughout the lunnth and breadth of the land, 
lo rich and poor, the many or the 1 ew, w Kb'jut distinction. 
8. Jiccause tiic dissolution of the union between Church 
aud State in Ireland will inevitably lead to the Hume reault 
throughout the entire L'nited Kingdom, and thus the poor of 
tho nation will everywhere, be left unprovided, with tliosa 
Bervices of religion vvnlch cnnnnt bo adequately secured to 
them eicept by territorial endowments. 


4. Because the bill utterly mnorca tbe vested rights of the 
Protealant I^itv of Ireland, rights by wlilcb a very consider- 
able portion of them was Induced to settle In that country, 
thereby redeeming from bivrbjirlsm what we now ita faii-uut 
and moat prosperous districts. 
5. Because tuo bill strikes at the royal supremacy In mat- 
ters ecclesiastical In Ireland, undermines tlio Act of Settle, 
mont, and virtually annuls tho Act of Union between HOR- 
land and Scotland and the Act or Union between Great 
Britain and Ireland, by repealing clauscH which aro distinctly 
declared in these acts to De essential, lundamental and pef- 
petual, and which we therefore believe It lo be beyond the 
moral competence ot Parliament to repeal. 


6. Because by destroying n title which has the prescription 
of three centuries, it strikoa at thft root of all prescriptive 
rights, and thereby unsettles the title lo all property. 


•J. llscause in sel?.fng and Beinestcrlng the ecclesiastical 
property of Ireland for secular purposes It Incurs the serious 
danger to which we have adverted without any allegation 
tliat that property has been misapplied or misused. 
8. Itccauso wo do not bclievo that It Is consistent with the 
dignity and stability of the emplro to pacs a monsnra which 
conllscates property to the amount or £16,(luM,000, and 
amounts to an alteration of the constitution of 1688, with a 
haste approaching to panic, and before tne country nt largo 
has bad time to understand and appreciate tlio real meaning 
of lhat which Is proposed. 


£>. Because this measure will utterly fall In securing that 


Tmolflcatlon of Ireland which tho people of England have 
been led to expect from It. Irish disaffection Is quite lire- 
spcctlvfl or the existence and endowment of tho Established 
Church In Ireland. This Is proved uot only by the broad 
facts of Irish history, but by the express and relteraled do- 
claratlons of Irish agltalors to tbe effect that the disestab- 
lishment and dlsendowmenl of the Church will In no wise 
content them. The cry of Irish discontent Is, Ireland for tho 
Irish; and If the disaffected portion of the community regard 
this bll.l with anv favor It |J only bacause they consider U In 
tl'o ilKnt bran lilalaTmenu They believe that concessions ex- 
torted by fear will prevent the reruaa! of f Briber anil still 
rnors extravagant demands; and we are sure that the reading 
of this bill a second time in your lordships' houne will con- 
firm the notion which has taken possession of their minds, 
that the ownership of tho land will be speedily translerred to 
them If they persevere lo that coursoor violence and tntlml* 
datlou to which they ancrlbs the Introduction of this bill and 
Us success In tho Lower House.

A Paris correspondent in th» London Times re- 


views tho situation In France in a bold and effective 
manner. Tho following extract from tho commu- 
nication referred to pictures the situation In very 
strong colors: — 


The vote of Paris, of Lyons, of Bordeaux and of 
almost every great town in tiie empire is nut a vote 
of opposition, but rather an open, undisguised and 
nnquauiied declaration of war. 
I told -you much 
befors as to the Importance of tuo struggle engaged 
n m Paris in the name of M. Ollivier; but «-ui!e 1 
was hesitating to predict his defeat 1 dut not suspect 
that the government would help him openly by 
orderipi; the olllcial candidate. M. Louvct, to stand 
aside siud give up 'his chance to nis old riva1. 
When the news of that move reached me 1 thought:, 
with nni'iv olners, that, the election of M. Ollivier 
was safe, because he ought tiicn to reckon m Ins 
favor all the governmental voices o* the circuni- 
BcriiJtiou ami ft part of tue opjjOaitioa voices; but 
nir calculation was founded upon ilus ei ror— tli.it 
the so-, eminent hud a party still nlive in Paris. The 
malu icatures of the Parisian elections are, on one 
side, tne annihilation ot tue governmental mierest 
in that great cuv, and, ou the otner siUtj, the cold- 
blooded and successful resolution oi' tho electors to 
send lo fie House not only decided opponent!, but 
the most daujrei-ous, tbe most m-.uiicai, or, as it is 
said here, the most "irrec»acilabi«'! of op^cm-nts. 
MM. Garnwr-Pagi;s anci (Jariiot are elimmateil not 
as ^usoectcd but 83 not eillcicut e.iougli lor tne 
deadly 'war; M. Cusronlt is swept away lor rarlcy- 
iugwith 1'riuce Napoleon, as Jllivicr d.d with the 
Emperor; 1'. Jaies Havre is la danger lor having 
siiowu too much poiiteness to M. r.outier ana lor 
having asserted la the House that ha./it ol compli- 
mentary exordium ivlucii is 3 rme and an oniaiiii-nc 
of tho bar. And if you will get at the true reason 
for the clean sweep of the Parisian reprcseninitvcs 
you will find in the end that tney arc bla.ued and 
dismissed for having sat six years in the House 
•,-ithout ha ang contriv?d any grejit and decisive 
ivcnt, aud for having coniro:M.eii the goverameut 
during six years without luiviiig been able to ove.- 
throiv it. Tnsy are relieved of daLy, lite worn out 
or ine;liclent troops who have proved unequal to 
their tasx. and mast go to the rear aud give waj for 
IVesh assailants. That is the sense of tne Parisian 
elections, and they spealv out for themseives so 
clearly a-Jd so strongly that eveu our semi-ofiicu! 
press does not auempt to distort or misintQii/roG 
their hostile meauiug. 
But the Parisian elections are but the edge of the 
sword, and the blade ami tne handle of it hava oeen 
worked oat by the whoie couutr.v. if you i eckoa 
tne progress oi the opposition by the seats, even mat 
erroneous way of reckoning Is iu its favor, for we 
have alreadv about tiny-live independent members 
elected, and the tifty-uiao secoud ballots, whicu will 
be taien next Sunday, cannot but double tne num- 
ber. However, that method or reckoning by seats 
won or lost is unfair lor the opposition, espeoia.ly In 
France, wheie tue minorities are -not only unrepre- 
sented, as formerly in England, but, n Hat is worse, 
wilmily and cleverly crushed dowu by the web of 
our electoral circumscription, as I have mure than 
once explained to you before. 
Thereiore the only 
sure method of calculating the progress of tue 
opposition since 
1863 13 to reckon tiie votes 
collected 
against 
official 
or 
agreeable _ can- 
didates by tiieir opponents of alt hues, and tue 
results of tliat calculation are such as to surpass the 
hopes of the most sanguine adversaries or tue present 
government, la 18«f about 5,30J,OUO electors voted 
for official candidates and 1,803,000 against them. 
Tins year we have about 4,00i-,ooo electors true to 
official or agreeable candidates and 3,2jo,ooa ogamsc 
them — tuat is to say, only a majority of about coo.OO'J 
voices Is left m J?raace to the existing government. 
To appreciate fnlly the meaning of these figures you 
must "bear In mind that cur functionaries of all 
kinds, high, and low, are obliged to vote, aud eveu 
ordered to canvass, for the government; and you 
know the incredible number of our a'-lmuustrauve 
community in France, where it may be called a na- 
tion in the nation. Kow, that number once deducted. 
what remains out a floctc of country voters, of 
whom no one can have a true idea who Has 
not canvassed them? Any one who knows by 
experience, and not by report, what tae French 
peasant is in a political sense and for electoral duty 
is now wondering that such a number of them nas 
been, by a superhuman effort, detached froin the 
official candidates. Not only the vast majority of 
our peasants cannot read, but ninety out of 100 of 
them believe that if they ao no! bring bact to tlie 
ballot the very lictet sent to them by the Mayor 
tiiey are committing an offence and exposiag them- 
selves to a fine or some other punishment. To that 
very reason, and riot at ail to any political passion, 
is to be attributed the great number of voters, and 
the rareness of non-voting in the rural districts. 
The truth is that the Freucn peasant does not dare 
even not to vote and this explains the curious fact- 
thai very often, if the husband is absent from, the 
country or at work, ills wife comes with the ticket, 
offering to vote in his stead, convinced that 
bringing back ths ticket 
is the only means 
or keeping out of harm's way. You could every- 
where in our villages near the official ticket called 
tlie good ticlcet, le Tton bulletin — v/hicli does not 
mean at all that they like it better than any other; 
it means only that It is the safe ticket, tho ticket 
which any man can take and bring to the ballot 
without incurring trouble or coming to grief. Sucn 
is the state of universal suffrage and the notions 
prevalent upon it among our rural voters, 
Well, just as 1 told yon, that cold aud quiet mass 
is begiunluir to move under the increasing excite- 
ment of the middle classes and Ihe unceasing ap- 
peals ot tho press, as au iceberg may beam to spilt 
and slide under the piercing rays of the sun, But 
even if v,-e tate that fact into account, is it not 
dreadful to see a government staud by its own 
weight without any active supporter aud votec 
against, with a different degree of hatred, but with 
a unanimity of disapprobation and dislike by almost 
every one of its subjects who can be considered as 
having a mi jd and a will of his own.

Assembling of 
tthe Protestant Congress at 


\Vorins. 


A Protestant Congress assembled at "Worms on the 


31st nit. About one tu-ousoad delegates wore In at- 
tendance. _ The following declaration has been 
adopted by the Convention:— 


The conference repels the supposition expressed In the 
Papal letter of the 13th of September. 1868, that Protestants 
would return to unity with the Catholic Church. It pro-.esta 
especially against the principles enunciated In tbe Encyclical 
letter and the syllabus, which are opposed, to civilization aud. 
pernicious in their bearing upon political institutions. The 
conference expects that :ill opponents of the common enemy 
of religious peace, national unity and the free development 
of civilization will cloBflly unite at the present juncture. It 
declares hierarcaal errors, and particularly the action of tha 
Jesuils, to be the chief cause of the present dpplorabls 
religious 
differences.

Bince Ihl5—only by a return to pure Scripture and. by tho 
recognition of the conquests of civilization can divided 
Christianity regain the peace which it has lost. Finally, lha 
conferem-0 declares that all efforts raado within the Protest- 
taut church to found a bfcrarchal power or thu supremacy 
of dogma area flat denial of the principles of Protestantism, 
ami are simply BO many bridges to Rome. AU co-religfoniBUI 
are, therefore, exhorted to oppose with energy evory tendency 
that may be dangerous to freedom of the mmd or conscience. 


"With regard to the constitution of the Church the 
Protestant Conference takes its stand upon the prin- 
ciple of the independence of each community. 
It 
desires that the direction of the Church should be 
constitutionally regulated, and that the Church ad- 
ministration should be responsible to tho provincial 
Bynodfl.

The al- 
leged receiver was arrested, but he denied that ho 
bought the property.

the probabiuty was that he but obeyed tne bidding of 
his superior officers, it this were ao, to have refused 
obedience would have been an act of insubordina- 
tion—a very grave ollence on board or a ship. It he 
transcended his instructions hie would have been 
called to an account by his superiors. But that tte 
ever was so called to an account there was no evi- 
dence whatever. In the absence ol such testimony 
it was clear that tbe prisoner was not che responsi- 
ble paroy in any acts "of violence he might have com- 
miii.ed. If he inflicted punishment he was responsi- 
ble to the master, wlio was to judge of the necessity 
for such punisUmen'. The law made his discretion 
absolute and despotic. A subordinate omcer had no 
right to question that discretion or Judgment. It 
-was simply his duty to execute his commands, im- 
pressed with the conviction that his actions were not 
criminal. The relationship between the parties gave 
a dir.ereat aspect to the assaults, aud negatived the 
assumption that malice was an ingredient of the 
otfence. Without malice and revenge there was no 
crime, and the Indictment could riot be sustained. 
The law justified the use of a deadly or daogerous 
weapon bv the master ol a vessel, ana he was not 
liable to prosecution therefor, although, tne neces- 
sity was an apparent one, and he afterwards learned 
that less severe measures mlgnt have answered. The 
manner in which the weapons were used could alone 
determine whether they were clangorous or not, and 
from tiie evlctence it did not appear that they were 
used so aa to rnalce them so. The Court charging 
the Intent to kill was net sustained by tue evidence. 
Tito intent could a.one proceed from the motive; it 
could only be inferred from the act and the manner 
of the assault, and inasmuch as the defendant acted 
under the authority of his positutt his conduct was as 
free from a deadly intent as from malice or revenge. 
The usage and custom of sailors and tneir general 
treatment of each otncr would also be deeply in- 
volved m the question of intent. Although custom 
could not justify a criminal act, it might, and ne- 
cessarily would, go far in determining the intention 
or the offender and freeing his conduct from such 
an inicrprctation. Tne witnesses had all commenced 
civil actions against the owners of the vessel, and 
this fact undoubtedly led to exaggerations in their 
statements of this case. The disadvantages under 
which, .the prisoner lay In the matter of procuring 
witnesses was alluded to. The government ijft<l 
locked up its witnesses lo retain them, whilo the 
men that could testify on behalf of the prisoner were 
scattered throughout the country and coi'ld not be 
had. With these rematKs the counsel for the defence 
began tc introduce tncir evidence.

never heard auy complaints tlutf. lie didn't do Ins 
duty; he could not do an ordinary seaman's duty, as 
lie Had never bceirto sou bclure: 1 don't kuow auv- 
thitig of the character ol Giynn; have seen him strike 
some one clso; 1 saw him strike a man by the name 
of Foster; we called Him "Liverpool;" the suigeon 
BO far as I k:io\v attended to his duties. 
To tiie Court—-The four men that were lost from 
the jarda were ordinary suaincu; tlio pcissengor 
corps did nothing but ordinary ship duties inside.

It was rumored about town yesterday that ths 


Collector or Internal Revenue for the Thirty-second 
district had caused to be promulgated an unwritten 
order to the effect tliat for tlie future retail venders 
of cigars, whether of. foreign or domestic manufac- 
ture, must sell from the "oriilnal package," and 
further, tnat tho box, when exhausted of la 
"original" contents, must be destroyed. Dealers in 
manufactured tobacco think the new rule exceed- 
ingly abaurd, and arc unable to Dnd how the stricl eat 
compliance with it can add to the revenues, 
particularly aa the "o-iginal packages" are "ex- 
clseil" before they pa«s luto the hands of the re- 
tailers or their customers. With many tobacconists 
it has been the custom to keep fancifully prepared 
boxes for the showcases aud wucn the cigars in 
them ran low to replenish Irom the trade '•pack- 
ages." But, should the new oraer be enforced, all 
this must be put aside uad wjien aa "original eetlai>JT 
Is sold out It must ho siiinsiied or made firewood 
of—so that there may be no possibility of HGiIIng to 
Hmokers. nnd it is to he presumed cliewers, from 
anything that has not tlio '-original'' sipn manual, 
"aiamp aud seal" upon it. Tho only real hurt to re- 
tailers the new rnlj i-aa eir«ct Is to deprive them or 
the boxes which arc usofni ro the trade, ma.-jraucU 
aa they serve fo ornament shelves tiiat would bo 
otherwise 
empty, 
or else 
require 
a 
larger 
capital to fill them, and that without hope of 
Immediate return. Dealers m tobacco may compialu 
ofllie pecuniary loss and Btiueccsiai-y trouOU which, 
the scuforcement of liic new order may inilict; Lmt 
overlooking these iittio facta. they can congrutulata 
themselves in the assurance that r,he damayo antl la- 
convenleuce tlms mulcted will benelii auotlrer 
branch or business, namely, dealers In cedar wood 
and makers orcjir.tr boxes. And, when H.vc consider 
the large number of lioxca pt all siv.cs that are daily 
emptied l>v consumers of cigars In this district, the 
addition to the trade in the making of them \vill not 
bo trifling. There Is liule douht tnat the national- 
treasury la seriously deTranno'l by tnose who are cn- 
cagea in the tobacco business—not so niucli so, per- 
haps, as It ia by t.1one who constitute tttat poweiful 
and deiiaut organization, "t';c Whiskey llin?;" but;

the venders, who, In good utlth, buy from tin; manu- 
facturers, and without thoosrht o'r defraud ing tha 
government or ita oillners.

Tlie Crisis in France—Imperialism in Peril. 


The latest news from France is of a very 


alarming- character. 
Cable telegrams dated 


yesterday evening report most exciting de- 
monstrations by iarg-o crowds assembled in 
the Montmartre district, charges of cavalry on 
the people, attempts to erect barricades and 
their frustration by the police. 
A number of 


newspaper editors were arresbed and several 
press seizures made by order. Napoleon and 
EngJnie drove through the disturbed district, 
and 
were, we 
are 
informed, 
cheered 


enthusiastically by immense 
assemblages 


of 
people. 
The 
result 
of 
the 
elec- 


tions, -which has proved a cause of re- 
loicing to lovers of liberty all over the world, 
has been accepted generally in France as 
a triumphant protest against imperialism. 
We do not recollect any great event in these 
last years which has been commented upon 
with such unanimity by French, German, 
English and American journals. Aa the de- 
tails reach us from different quarters it 13 made 
the more manifest that the result of the Paris 
elections called forth the simc judgment every- 
where—that tbe ono-maa government was 
doomed. 
This judgment was confirmed when

, Is argued that the Emperor has himself pro- 
oked the disturbances, in order to creato a 
retext for withdrawing the reforms he has 
ranted, or rather that, with a view to catch

Our viow of the situation ia different. 
It Is 


rmr opinion that Napoleon tho Third desires, 
above all things, to establish the Bonaoartes 


on the throne of France. He has never been 
forgetful, 
since 
he 
became Emperor, at 


least, • of 
the fate 
of tha 
first Ca;sar. 


It lias been his ambition to imitate the rile of 
the second. 
Augustus, without his weak- 


nesses, has been his model. Eomo was not 
sick of Casar because so-called 
patriots 


murdered him. Augustus had a great suc- 
cess ; his name is associated with, the palmiest 
days of the empire; he had the honor of 
establishing the dynasty, and the name of 
Caesar remained a power until the empire fell. 
If this view be correct, no one must for a 
moment imagine that Napoleon will give up 
the fight. Of all living men he knows, per- 
haps, the most about the requirements of the 
times. He has his plans and his purposes, 
and, what is better, he knows'the standards 
and conditions according to which these plans 
and purposes must be fashioned. He wishes 
to leave his son his successor, and so long as 
brain remains to him he will labor at anv cost 
and any sacrifice to this end. From this point 
of view, and from no other, can the situation 
in France at the present moment bs properly 
looked at or correctly understood. 


What, then, is Napoleon most likely to do ? 


He may not refuse to grant farther reform. 
Very probably he will not. But reform, in 
the shape of increased liberty, will not ba 
granted to tae French people on any other 
principle than that which we have mentioned. 
It must first of all have a relation to the secu- 
rity of his own position, and secondly, to the 
welfare of his dynasty. It must admit the ne- 
cessity of Napoleon the Third and it must make 
plain the way to the succession of Napoleon 
the Fourth. 


We are not, therefore, unwilling to believe 


that the immediate result of the elections will 
be a gentle and agreeable humoring of French 
feeling and desire. But concession will not be 
allowed to wear about it the garb of timidity. 
The Emperor must not seem to yield to com- 
pulsion. There may be allowed a little larger 
license to the press; the right of public meeting 
may be less restrained; but it will nofbe per- 
mitted that these reforms lie abused. 
If, how- 


ever, these should not tell and tell immediately, 
it may be taken for granted that Napoleon will, 
without delay, give an outward "direction to 
French discontent. His popularity of late years 
has waned, and he knows it, largely, because 
he has not been sufficiently willing to fight. He 
has shown himself a lover of peace even in 
circumstances of great provocation. But he 
is not the man to allow any desire, any opinion, 
any theory to stand t>et-sveen. him and the 
object of his life. France is unquestionably 
sore because France has been taught to be- 
lieve that Prussia has become a powerful and 
dangerous rival, chiefly through the mistaken 
policy ~of the Bnipsror. Prussia has become 
somewhat arrogant. The humbling of Prussia, 
especially if that humbling would imply the 
restoration of the boundaries of 1814, would 
be a gratification to the entire French people. 
A war with Prussia is the way of escape out 
of a great difficulty. 
If no other way of escap e 


can ba found, and no other auca tray at the 
moment seems possible, war with Prussia may 
be considered certain. It is a terrible ex- 
tremity to be reduced to; but it is a strong- 
hold lo which the Emperor will flee as a 
prisoner of hops when rv! other refuges fail. 
Bismarck knows this, and Bismirck is now 
ready.

Stirring RepublicRu movements in Spain* 


The Madrid telegram which we publish this 


morning announces a great republican demon- 
stration yesterday at Cordova. Deputies from 
all the Southern provinces of Spain were 
present. 
Tho stands of the speakers wore pro- 


fusely decorated by intertwined Spanish and 
American flags. Loud cheers were given by 
the immense crowd for the United States and 
for President Grant. Resolutions were adopted 
protesting against a return to the monarchical 
system of government. Speeches of a revolu- 
tionary character were made. 
The arrival of 


the military and civil guard and their attempt 
to put a stop to the proceedings occasioned a 
panic, during which many women and chil- 
dren were trampled on the ground and several 
lives were lost. 


This demonstration is an echo of that lately 


made by the republicans of Catalonia, Arra- 
gon, Valencia and the Balearic Isles, through 
the committees sent by them to the city of 
Tortosa. 
Our Madrid correspondent iu his 


letter of Hay 26, which -we published yester- 
day, gives an account of the meeting of the 
united committees and of the compact which 
they framed. This is now known under the 
name of the "Pact of Tortosa." One of its 
article; proclaims "that the form of govern- 
ment most convenient for Spain is the demo- 
cratic federal republic, with all its legitimate 
and natural consequences." This expression 
of popular sentiment has met with a hearty 
response at Cordova on the part of the repub- 
lican deputies from all the Southern provinces. 


The testimony of recent travellers in Spain 


is unanimously to the effect that throughout 
the country the people have taken vast strides 
in liberalism and republican tendencies since 
the date of the revolution. 
The delay of the 


leaders of the two old parties, the Progresistas 
and the Moderados, in agreeing upon a kingly 
successor to Isabella, has rendered their task 
daily more difficult. 
Tha reactionary element, 


secretly if not overtly, has been unceasingly 
active, and the delay in settling upon a form 
of government and upon the succession has 
afforded every opportunity for the exercise of 
their traditional skill in intrigne. Their plot- 
ting with the Mazzinists shows to what an 
extent the Church party will go to advance 
their own ends. 
Meanwhile every month 


which is passed without a king is teaching the 
Spanish, people how well they might dispense- 
with one altogether. We shall soon see if they 
are yet enlightened enough to profit by the 
lesson. 


WAUL STREET YESTERDAY.—There was less 


excitement 
yesterday in Wall street, the 


'bulls" and "bears" having hauled off to 
count their killed and wounded after the late 
battle, and to repair damages preliminary lo 
the next contest. Money was still active, and 
extreme rates of interest were paid, while the 
operators in the gold market took advantage 
of the diversion to run the premium up about a 
half per cent. 


PEAOTIOAL CHAKITY.—The Commissioners 


of Public Charities and Correction arc about 
to open in Ninth street, near Third avenue, a 
Free Labor Exchange for the benefit of all poor 
persons out of employment. 
It will be an in- 


telligence office- 
on a large scale, without 


charge to those furnished with employment, or, 
as we understand it, to those furnished with 
labor. 
Such an establishment is calculated to 


lighten very materially the calls upon the 
Commission for assistance in other ways, and 
must prove a great public benefit. 


THE FIRST STEP.—A young lady has been 


selected to read the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence on tho Fourth of July in Boston. Tho 
next step will be for the Boston young ladies 
to make a declaration of another and more 
tender sort, lo wit:—"Augustus Adolphus, I 
love thee; wilt thou be husband of mine ?"

This 
war is a stale and unprofitable thing for the 
Brazilian finances, and if continued may pro- 
duce worse results iu Brazil than in Paraguay, 


Tho National 
Typographical 
Union, 
the 


Press anil Iho Postal Telegraph. 


A preamble and resolutions wore introduced 


in the National Typographical Union, now in 
session at Albany, in regard to the' monopoly 
of the Associated Press, and referred to a 
special committee of five for consideration, 
who 
yesterday reported 
favorably upon 


it, and 
tbe report was adopted. 
The 


preamble sets forth that "the Associated 
Prsss has virtually decreed that no more news- 
papers shall be published in the United States, 
and that those in existence which do not ob- 
tain their news through the Associated Press 
shall be suppressed," and the resolutions point 
to the postal telegraph system as the euro for 
the evil, and urge that the dclcgaics from tlie 
Typographical Union to the approaching Labor 
Congress at Pittsburg be instructed to use 
their influence in favor of the postal telegraph 
system. We do not consider tho above state- 
ment of what is felt throughout the country 
to bo an oppressive "and growing evil to 
bo 
in entire accordance with llie facts, 


although Ihe practical operation of tho mo- 
nopoly is in some respects as stated in the pre 
amble ; but the remedy proposed in the resolu- 
tions is the true and only remedy for the exist- 
ing evil. 


The Associated Press is the 
immature 


growth of an incomplete and 
inadequate 


system of telegraph, and amounts to a local 
and not a general monopoly. The refusal to 
permit a new daily paper to be established in 
New York, which was brought out in the 
discussion of the resolutions, by refusing to 
the proposed journal to participate in the 
news obtained by the association, was the act 
of tho monopolizing New York journals ; 
while the recent refusal to permit a San Fran- 
cisco paper to participate in the news sent 
by the association to that city, was the act of 
the San Francisco journals. The evil, there- 
fore, of the present system lies in tho f.ict 
that it enables tho existing papers in any 
city to prevent new journals from obtaining 
news by telegraph, and this is tantamount to 
preventing new journals from being success- 
fully established. It may be said that this is 
what tho preamble states, and so it is with 
the exception that in naming tho Associated 
Press H convoys the jjjja that the evil is 
established by one great association, when 
tho fact is that the present news system is 
worked by many small local associations and 
not by one organization. 
We doom this ex- 


planation to bo just to Iho monopolist, though 
it does not mitigate tho evil. 


Tho true evil of the press lies in tho fact that 


tho system of telegraphic transmission ia to a 
great extent a monopoly In this country. 
Combined with this is tho fact that there is no 
general bushiess organization of tha Dress of 


the country for the management of* its general 
interests. Whether such an organization Is 
desirable.we deem to be very questionable. If 
it existed it would tend undoubtedly to the 
practice of a monopoly against which the 
Printers' Union so justly complains. We be- 
•liove that the true cure for this evil and similar 
ones which attend every business in the coun- 
try, through the present inadequate and costly 
system of telegraphic transmission, lies in the 
construction of a postal telegraph which shall 
transmit intelligence at prices within the reach 
of all. When this is attained a monopoly of 
the newspaper business will be as impossible 
as a monopoly in any other pursuit, and the 
labor of the people will receive a now *and a 
great stimulus. We hope the Labor Congress 
will accept the views of the National Typo- 
graphical Union on this subject, for they are 
sound and conducive to the good of all classes 
in the community.

Complications In Havana. 


Our telegram 
from ' Washington states 


that the volunteers iu Havana had forced 
the new Captain General to countermand 
General Duke's requisition for five thousand 
regular troops from Spain, and this statement 
scorns to explain the recent report from Mad- 
rid that advice had been received thero from 
Cuba that no mora troops wore needed. It lg 
also said tliat the difficulties between the 
Spanish officials in Havana and the volun- 
teers are increasing. 
Our telegram from 


Havana yesterday reported that a committee 
of citizens of Havana (wliich under present 
circumstances moans volunteers) would go to 
Porto Rico to meet the new Captain General 
and escort him lo Ihat city. There is a 
seeming contradiction in these various reports 
as to the views that control the Sp.inigh volun- 
teers in Cuba, which can only bo explained as 
events develop. Wo do not believe that the 
volunteers contemplate at present ignoring the 
authority o( Hie home government. But their 
action has deprived the government in Havana 
of its legal authority and installed an anomo- 
lous state of affairs there very similar to that 
which existed in Mexico in 1808. 
They will 


find it very difficult if not impossible to retrace 
their steps, and it is not improbable that their 
intention in sending a committee to meet Gen- 
eral Rodas is to induce him to adopt their 
views. Tho consequences of their misstep in 
driving out Dulce will reach further than tho 
volunteers ever contemplated. 
It will be seen 


by our Washington telegram that tho Cuban 
agents are pressing our government to recog- 
nize President Cespedes, and wo do not see 
any logical plea on wliich Mr. Fish can refuse 
to grant the Cubans belligerent rights and 
assent to the request of Peru and Chile that 
tho United States shall lend its influence to 
humanize the war iu Cuba.

Tiieir money might bo wrested 
from them, but no one would tass irom them tlieir 
honor wiiu impunity. That is the line Amencans 
musl take euro to discriminate. Let them overstep 
that and serious oonsequeaces wnl ensue. Our gov- 
ernment has shown real desire to repair aay wrong 
done and to soothe the wounded fsetiaga of the 
American people^ therefore he thought this cloud 
was uearly completely dispelled and the storm 
passed away. Social and commercial intercourse 
were the great cords which must ever bind nation to 
nation, sad these, intertwined with intelligence and 
religious sentiments

The answer Is simply 
this:—The development of, the intellectual faculties 
and eveu of mere urtiucial i technical) dexterity, as 
lavoreu by the tendency of civilization, gives prepon- 
derance to mental cultivation at me expense of tee 
foOuy, impairs health and vigor, the power of physi- 
cal enduraace and me keenness ol the senses. Add 
io this an over-reiined, over-comfortable and

& dislike lor fcjdily exertion, in whatever shape, 
fcuci the inevitable result will be a decline of indi- 
vidual health ana a corresponding degeneration of 
ear race. The nervous system is overstrained, the 
muscular system remains undeveloped, ana the re- 
sult is disease and weakness, as abundantly shown 
by our medicai statistics. 
„ But, again, 13 tnere 'no culture possible without 
emeeblemeat? Is man necessarily destined to ex- 
tremes ? Cannot this enfeebleinent, II not quite re- 
moved, at least be .UmlteJ to a certain extent? 
These.questions we propose to answer. Whoever 
conceives that tae man ol nature perfects "himself 
Tnthout any art to a physical ideal, solely through 
exercise and paysieal invigoraaon, and whoever 
<\>nceives that want of motion, of exercise and of 
strengthening the boay enfeebles millions of civil- 
ized individuals, can&ot but wisn that m education 
Invigorating bodily exercises should have a place. 
The system of these exercises, which Has been taKen 
recourse to, to develop the body and thereby to pro- 
mote health, longevity, power of endurance and ol 
action, dexterity aud beauty, has been called "gym- 
nastics." 


GEJCEICAIj NECESSITY OP GYMNASTICS. 


There is no class, no calling, no sex, no age wMch 


aaould altogether dispense with gymnastics. A 
great, mass of the people do heavy wors, whereby 
the body acquires a strong, bony system, plump 
force and an inevitable awkwardness. with farm- 
ers, laborers and workingmen it is a certain small 
part ol the muscles only wmch is daily and for tue 
largest part ol tiieir lives set in motiou, while the 
Other muscles remain undeveloped, growing even 
weaker till ough the lasting trictiou <uul tiie pressure 
oi those moved. A second class is more trequently 
sccupied wun lighter work in the open air, with 
greater change of limbs put In action and of the DO- 
iitioii 01 tiie bodv, a^. for instance, the seaman and 
the carpenter. These two are indeed superior to the 
former class as regards strength and dexterity 
Botu classes, however, are endowed with those flue 
gifts, healtu and power ol pay steal endurance. But, 
lii'su, lucre is the third class, which IB tar more nu- 
merous than the tirst aud second, it worts in snops, 
rooms, stores and officesy-without bodily exertion 
aud a part of them with the intellect only. The iu- 
nentage of this class—exceptions there are of course 
Jn each—is relaxation of the muscles, weakness 
Hi-health, einolution, out little dextency, disposition 
to iivbterics aEd hypochondria, often degenerating 
into fauaticisui, visionarism or sentimentality. 
The question has an even more practical side. 
Thousands annually pcrlsn through falling, DP- acci- 
deut, on even ground, on stairs, small bridges, 
through being: run over by runaway horses, through 
lire or on railroads and steamboats, only because 
•they are in a moment of danger awkward, weak, 
disposed to dizziness, because they have not the 
pluck or the courage to help themselves with celerity 
uud adroitness. Jt'lace a well-trained man, a sea- 
maii or an Indian and an unpractised savant or 
tradesman in one and the same danger and it la 
moie tlian likely that the flrot will save themselves 
•whi.e the second would perish. It Is obvious that 
ill-health and want or physical resistance oppress 
tue most Highly cultured persons. Diligent intel- 
lectual labor uud a continual rest of the body mar 
gradually enfeeble the strongest physique. Real cul- 
ture means the harmony In the development of mind 
and body, the ifuins so.no. in corjwre sario, not an 
enervating over-reflnement. It la to regain tnis 
lost harmony that 
gymnastics, after 
having 
been ueslected 
for 
soine 
time, 
nave 
been 
reinstated m their rights, and this bv 
the 
Germans, who have got for it the word "Turuen"— 
to turn, te swing, to move actively. Absence of mo- 
tion implies ihiougiiout whole nature debility, rot- 
teuue&tJ, lifelcssuebs and death. Gymnastics oiler 
this element of healthy me in the completcst man- 
ner. 


CTIE GYJTNA3TIO EXEllCISEB 
are divided into iree exercises and exercises at the 
apparatus. 'Hie primary object of the <iist Is to ren- 
der the limns supple and to preuare the gymnast for 
tne m. re arduous exercises at "the apparatus, The 
elemental y exercises or the first kind (standing and 
inarculUei} teach the gymnast to breatlie naturally 
whue underKOiiu exertion (this isol great impor- 
tance}, and, if conducted in tiie proper spirit, they 
materially aid In imxi.a"".ng that spirit of order and 
ai^ciiiuae wlucu. cannot us estimated too highly in 
societies consisting ol many u.'euiberE. Thee^ ex- 
ercises arc mostly performed simultaneous! v by ^ 
iiuaiucror gyoiuasts at the command of a teacher. 
The exercises at the apparatus are executed bjr 
Biluads of Irom ten to thirty members, accord- 
ing to whether they are simple or compil- 
ciiteu. Beginners have, or course, llrst to master 
coniiileteiv tiie easier exercises bufore they advance 
to tne mure diilicult ouey.

The public games, too, iacSed the reflne- 
menuoi those ol (jreoce; and, instead of the manly 
competitions or Olympia, we meet with the barbar- 
ous and bloodihirsty contests of gladiators. 
The Teutonic tribes, in consequence of their con- 
stant occupation with mjuting and lighting, highly 
vaiuen manly exercises, and practised them in 
cast.es auu m cities. 
With their following in later times more peace- 
able pursuits, while the invention of gunpowder and 
bhootiusc arms maae the single combat of man on 
the bui tie field less frequent, tne c!utoal">vsyu'i manli- 
ness more and more dlsapeeared. The Knights had 
in the middle ages still their tournaments, the citi- 
zens their shoctmg matches, the villagers tucir festi- 
vals; and on each of these occasions contests m 
leaping, 
running, climbing, tilting, putting tho 
stone, wrestling and other sports took place. But 
lae Church interposed. The clergy were adverse to 
physical education, and the scholastic school sys- 
tem introduced by them excluded bodily cxercisea 
altoffemer. 
Tne reiormer, Luther, already re- 
cognized 
the evil consequences 
coming over 
tne wliole people from 
bodily laxness, 
and 
admonished them to shun it. 
But the popular 
strength saut deeper and deeper in Germany 
and oilier countries 01 Europe. Learned men oiteu 
le;t the necessity of bodily exercise. In Disraeli's 
'•Curiosmes of Literature" it is related tuat Cardinal 
Richelieu, among all his great occupations lound a 
recreation la violent exercises, and that he was once 
discovered jumping with, nis servant to try who 
could reach the luauest side of a wall. De Gram- 
in.mt, observing the cardinal to be jealous 01 his 
powers, ottered to jump witu him, ana in the true 
spirit of a courtier, having made some ettorts which 
nearly reached the Curdmai's, confessed the Cardi- 
nal had surpassed him. Tnts was jumping liKe a 
polit.cma, and by this means he is said to have in- 
gradated himseii witn the Minister. Though Mon- 
taigne, iu bis "Essays," published m 1580: Locke, m 
his *-Essay on Education," aud Rousseau, in his 
"limile," lisa urged tha claims of physical educa- 
tion, tuelr views were not cirned into practice till 
Basedow, a German pedagogue, loundea, in 1774, at 
Cessau an educational establisament •'Vhliantro- 
piuin," m whlcb. budily exercises lormed a regular 
branca ot instruction." Salzuiaun. Gutsmutlis and 
Vieth followed m hia waSe. What these men, how- 
ever, accomplished lor tne school only i-'nedrich 
LucUvig Jaun, assisted by --irnUt aad others, 
brought into t.ie widest circles of the German peo- 
ple m founding tue ilrec national gymnasium in 
1810 at BerLn, with branch establishments all over 
Germany, mainly for the pnrpuee ol training 
the i-eople • lor throwing off Napoleon's tyrjjaaical 
yoEe. Their ecorts ^ ere crowned with success, 
and tended In a great measure to mate tae uprising 
ol the uerinaii nation against foreign stippressioa in 
i8is a victorious ons. iso sooner, However, uad the 
petty tyrants of Germany beea relieved, through tue 
exertions uf tha people, from tue Iron grasp of Sa- 
poleon when tbej louud out that the "1'urner Insti- 
tutes" w^ra nurseries of what they more dreaded 
than foreign supremacy—viz., of liberal and demo- 
cratic ideas. A period of dlsgnceial reaction, In- 
augurated by the then omnipotent Austrian states- 
man, Prince Metteruich, followed, during which the 
leaders of the 'Turner" movement were incar- 
cerated or ittixioas'y watched by tue government, 
the gymnasia closed and gymnastic clubs pro- 
hibited in Prussia, la Bavaria and m Wtirtemberg 
only teey were suffered to exist, it was not till 1842 
that the duos were again allowed—having clandes- 
tinely existed in the meantime—in ITussia and thut 
gymnastics were_, by a ministerial order, introduced 
into the Prussian public schools as a neces- 
sary 
branch of instruction. 
The system lol- 
lowed was vastly improved, and with everv year 
gymnastics became more popular among all classes 
till there is now hardl? a village in Germany without 
its "Turn-.Matz" (gymnasium). In England, too, 
where manly sport and exercises had ever been cul- 
tivated, systematic gymnastics have taken a firm 
foothold through tiie exertions of the Geruaans who 
live there, and It is satisfactory to ooserve that 
athletic and gymnasnc societies nave been formed 
of !at« in the principal cities aud are prospering. 
Messrs. E. Ravenstein, directors of the German Gym- 
nastic Society, Load'jn, and John Hnlley, Gym- 
naaiarch of 
Liverpool, 
published 
in 
1867 a 
^'HandbooK of Gymnastics and Athletics," Trlnch is 
to tie had at the Turner Hall, Orchard street, near 
caual street, in this city, f u Denmark the first gvrnna- 
sloin was opened by Jfachtegall, 1709, in Sweden, br 
Ling, who invente-imedlcal gymnastics, which have 
been found effective lor the treatment ol patiento. 
In Franco, Colonel F. Amoros was ilie firbt to intro- 
duce gymnastics, lie followed in the main the Ger- 
man system, ior do the military gymnastics intro- 
duced theie in 1843 duTer essentially fromthcgjm- 
nastics carried on at thas time in Germany. 


IK THIS cor/KTKr, 
too. gymnastics have taKen root aud become a flxed 
institution since 1840, whsn the unsuccessful revolu- 
tion in Germany—esoecially in Baden and Saxony— 
caused many -Turners" who had fought against 
despotism to emigrate to this country. Alter having 
settled down the Germans looted for their wonted 
exercises, whether in the crowded cities of tue £ast, 
or in the "sunny South," or on tiie plains ol tue "fivr 
"West." Thus there were in August last year, accord- 
ing to the report of tbe Sorth American Turner 
Bund, 148 clubs (yereine) in eighteen districts, with 
10,200 members, while in 1867 tnere were 118 clubs in 
sixteen districts, having 8,034 members, showing an 
increase or twenty-seven per cent. These clubs form 
an association, with a central committee (vorort) 
in this city. Every year this associatioa holds a fes- 
tival, at which all districts are represented by dele- 
gates. Cast, year It was held in Boston, Mass., and 
tiiis year it is to take place in Chicago. Of gymnastic 
clubs not Belonging to tlio a«osw:oa tuere are 
nine, wllli 600 members, in California and Oregon; 
live, with 3SO members, in Connecticut, and cmmty- 
three, with SoO members, m other places; HO that tue 
aggregate number of "Turners" In tUe United States 
is now about 12,00.). Jlo^t of these clubs have tiieir 
own club nouses, in which are the apparatus, a 
stage for theatricals, a reading room aud a library. 
The Turner 
Bund has, besides Us own or- 
gan, 
a • weakly paper published at St. Louis, 
aud it has also exerted a salutary influence 
through the publication of rational school books, 
the number of which is now twelve. Thouga these 
aymnastic societies maKe less show thau other 
societies which aim principally at amusement, as, 
for instance, the singing s iclcties, their number is 
still on the increase. They aim not only at me bodi- 
ly but also at the intellectual development ol their 
members, especially of the rising generation, through 
debating, amateur theatricals aud lectures. Though 
the "Bund" has embodied in its platlorm the general 
constitutional principles o[ freedom it 13 no political 
organization, leaving it entirely free to the mem- 
bers on what side to vote. Bigotry is bamsuea from 
the "Bund." With all these facilities for Healthy 
recreation and rational amusement they arc witlim 
the roach of every oue, the entrance lee, entitling 
10 the use of all the institutions of a club, being very 
low. Cricket, base ball and rowing clubs require a 
much larger sacrifl.ce of time aud money from their 
members thau does the cultivation of gymnastics 
by joining a club. The lat'cr are at present con- 
sisting mostly of Germans, taut they are just as well 
ooeu to otucra. 
Our German fe;low citizens we 
have had to thaiilc lor mauy ictorms in our social 
life already. 
Tliore Is no gut from the Futlierland 
more worthy of our lull acceptance und nyue more 
needed in the whirl of our uct-ve-straiumg civiliza- 
tion lhau that winch strengthens the oojy, thus 
keeping the mind healthy anJ Irosu. It is g> muas- 
tics.

Uepiu-tttre from SliunaLae—Clitu Kiang— 
The Approaches to Nauklu—An Interview 
wltb tue Chinese Authorities—An

ON THE YANOTSE KIASG, April 8,1,869. 


The navigation of the Yangtse by foreign vessels 


was conceded by the Chinese government at the 
close of the war with the British and French in 1858, 
bat on account of the existence of tne Talping rebel- 
lion, which, raged along the country bordering on 
this river until the fall of NaoKla in ISM, the 
foreign trade of the Yaiigtse can only be computed 
from that time. 


Abbe Hue says, in his Interesting boofc of travels 


in China, that "In Europe, at the present day, pas- 
Beneers are forwarded by railroads and steamboats 
just like bales ol merchandise." "Henceforward,'• he 
says, "Those who wish to make travelling a plea- 
sure and a inxnry will be obliged to come to China 
and get a mandarin luntt, in, which they may "slide 
gently from province t6 province over the rivers aiid 
canals by which the empire is traversed." Accord- 
ingly a small party of Americans, embracing some 
officials, who could hoist the national ensign by 
authority, procured a mandarin junk at Shangliae 
and furnished it for a voyage np the Yanfftse. The 
boat had a galley, two state rooms, accommodations 
for two persons on sofas in the saloon and" spacO for 
a number of Chinese servants in the Hold. . 


As an indication of the luxury of, its appoint- 


ments, we were informed that the boat had cost 
8,000 taels (about ?12,000), and if she was lost we 
should be expected to liand the receiver of the 
OTmer (who had failed, of course) a check for that 
small amount; but as there was very little prooa- 
billty that if the boat was lost the passengers would 
be savca, this alarming amount did not deter us 
from setting out upon our voyage np tne Yan^t^e. 


It would bo somewhat difficult to determine where 


the Yangrse ends ane tne ocean begins, as fie river 
Is sixty miles wide where we eater it. Tlw nime 
is trans'atea cniia or son of the ocean. It is aa-v isa- 
bie for 3,000 miles, ana vessels of 1.000 tons ascend 
as far as Hantow. era statute miles from Sliaiig^ae. 
Afloat upon the Yangtse in our little junk TT9 lelt 
quite independent. We could go by the grand canal 
and 
make 
a visit to liis Imperial 
Majesty 


at Pekio, could take tits southern intersection of 
canaH and make a visit to the city of Canton. We 
could continue up the Yangtse until we reached the 
mountains of Thibet and perhaps find a passage to 
the head waters of rivers whieb. empty Into tiie In- 
dian Ocean; but these long voyages have been ren- 
dered Irksome by the rapidity of transit at Gome, 
and we find life embraced in too short a span for 
"junketing" in China, as recommended by Abbe 
Hnc. 


The transportation by steam upon tne Yangtse is 


exclusively in the hands of a company organized in 
China as the "Shangnae Steam Navigation Com- 
pany." The service is performed at present by Fix 
large river steamers, such as run upon LaKe Erie or 
Long Island SounJ, and the trade must be very 
lucrative; as they have been able In a very few 
years to pay for the steamers, declare a stock divi- 
dend of Sfty per cent and earn annually about 
31,000,000 on a capital of but little over that 
sum Invested in steamboats, wharf 
property. 
Ac. The business is conducted in the liberal 
style which prevails among foreign merchants in 
China, and vtt; had frequsnt occasion to be thankfu 1 
for the presence of sleamboais on-the Yanjttse. 
when the wind was unfavorable ami our skipper 
could make no headway we had only to throw a 
parsing steamer a line to be taken in tow and be con- 
vinced of the superiority or steam even m the remote 
waters of Chin a. 
f 
Tho first port open to fo\elKU trade above Shane- 
liae is Chin Kiaug, distant by water 155 nautical 
miles. Tins port and citv derives its -importance 
from its location near the mouth of the grand cuoal 
connecting the Yanfjtse aud the southern provinces 
with the capital of Pelciu by uniting willi the 
waters of the Peino at Tientsin.

Tlic city of dim ICiani; is not remarkable for any- 
llting that 1 know of c-xceut trade. The scenery Is 
an improvement on Shangliae. the mountains in the 
distance conflrui you in former opinions that the 
world is not all a mud flat, and some beautiful 
islands in the nvor afford fine deer and pheasant 
shooting. As we were at anchor near the mouth of 
the grand canal a cannonade was heard from the 
Chinese forts anJ gunboats aloug the river, and 
three Chinese steam rcunboatg came bearing down, 
flying the imperial yellow nan. They were escort- 
Ing one of the great men of China, comparatively as 
grc.it in Chiua as Wellington iu England or as Grant 
in America. This was Tseng-qno-fau, a Governor 
General of provinces, commonlv called a viceroy. 
He Is an old and faithful servant of the government, 
and rose into great power and honor upon the fall 
of Kankln and suppression or me Taiping rebel- 
lion iu 18G1. 
lie was then appointed

A copy was obiamed by the use or all- 
powerful money aud appeared in your columns iu 
November. 
Tseng-(iuo-ian has been removed, or 
promoted U. may be, to the government of the impe- 
ilal prounee ol' Chile, so calleil from ihe imperial 
city or I'elclu belnc: embraced within 11s boundaries. 
We dipped the American flag at the peak of our 
little junk as the threat man passed by und recclvo'l 
the same courtesy from the dragon ildg Hi ing upon 
the gunboats. 
It is about rorty mile1? from the inoutu of the grain! 
caual to tiie mouth uf the inlet which leads to Xau- 
kln, lor the old capiinl was not located Immediately 
upon the banKs ol the Vangl.se, but five miles uis- 
truit. A canal, however, leads from the river nearly 
all the way iiround the city walls, lurnislniig trans- 
portation m peace and forming a mont in case 
of a siege.

In NuMkin. General .M:!, the nmtcusnor or Tscng-qno- 
lau us Governor (.uneral or Viceroy of the Kiang 
provinces, or which -Nankin is the provincial capi- 
tal, and (Jeuerr.l Li, the Governor General or Viceroy 
ol the Iloo provinces, of which HiuiKow n the pro- 
vincial capital. Having sitaulled oui desire to have 
an audience or their Kxccllem :es according lo tne 
rormality or the bc^l: of riti s, the next day jitter 
our arrival \van nppoluteil lor the interview. We 
were carried m sedan chairs from our bout through 
the uptvery clean Bireots or Nan kit; for about a 
mile an-1 a hair to the Yamen, or oiTlelal residence ol 
the vlcerois. General Li Is a tempoiary gueyt or the 
Viceroy at Xankm, as ho is on his w;iy Irom I'eKlti 
to Hankow to u«8uinehl3 recent appointment, nud as 
be is accompanied by an army of some 2.".,ono soldiers, 
such as they arc, a large military dinplay was prepared 
at the entrance or Hie Yamen, probably for the pur- 
pose ol striking Terror into : lie foiclgn barbarians n lio 
were about to enter tho presence or tiie representa- 
tives of the Son or Ilcavun. A large number or man- 
darins, probably fli'ty, m oillcial dress and winter 
hats, were also grouped In t'.io audience chamber 
during the interview. 


The viceroys were robed in rich rurs, wore tlio 
ofllclal winter bat and sat together during the audi- 
ence. They remarked that the/ were instructed by 
tho Emperor lo consult and act in concert, m matters 
concerning foreign aifalrs. Those two men rule tlio 
provinces on the Ytuitriso Klaui; for more than 1,01)0 
miles and have under their sway at least 100,000,000 
or piiopie. 


General Ma Is n man about fifty years of age, dark 
complexion, large size, portly appearance, reticent 
manner, but appears to have a liberal mind, and will 
probably administer the air-urn of his provinces wltti 
moderation and Justice. Ho IB a Mohammedan, and 
would not touch a vessel which had been used by a 
pork-eating Chinaman. 


General Ll Is one of the youngest men who has 
risen to tho honor or a governor general, lio w.ia 
In Siiangliae In a subordinate capacity during tiio 
Turning rebellion and distinguished himself by his 
activity in suppressing It, and report says also by his 
cruelty to tho captives. Ho 1ms recently been sup- 
pressing the rebellion In Slmnal, and for ins success 
received his present high appointment, lie is about 
forty-five yeara old, tall, finely formed, active, Im- 
pulsive and fiery. He tia» a very good opinion Of 
mm«eif and a very poor opinion of foreigners. 
Tiie Intprvlew lasted some three hours, and us some 
fifty Chinese mandarlus wcro present it could scarce^ 
ly bo considered a private one. Anxious inquiries 
wcro made about the embassy and fears expressed 
that It would not result in any good. They wcro 
told that the result depended upon themselves; that 
If they actf d fairly with foreign nations there would 
be no occasion for trouble; that llio ambassadors Had 
pronounced that the misaioa meant orvin-cas, And if 


their promises were fulfilled tne whole world would 
rejoice and China would be benefited; but if the pro- 
mises of their ambassadors were falsified, and they 
attempted to relapse into exclusiveness, there would 
be trouble. General Ll asked If foreisn nations would 
go to war to make them adopt foreign improvements, 
aud was answered no; tliat foreign nations would 
not go to war with them for that; but that pretexts 
for war always existed, and if war once commenced 
there was no telling where it would end; that tho 
British government was verr much exasperated at 
their trcatmeutof missionaries and violation of treaty 
nzhts, and they had better make amends for former 
delinquency by some progressive movement. He said 
they were preparing arsenals and gunboats, and al- 
though at the present time foreign nations might in- 
jure them on tne sea coast they were invincible on 
the land. He said that according to the eignth ar- 
ticle of the treaty that had recently been made with 
the Darted S'ates they would not concede anything 
further 
to foreigners; that if they wanted to 
avail themselves of foreign skill orscience they could 
hire foreign servants, as -.hey did in the ai>euais and 
customs. It was remarke J in conversation that news- 
paper reports were not always correct. Bi answered, 
"Yes, newspapers are the greatest curse yon have in 
your country, and yon, had better go back and sup- 
press them beiore you undertake to teach the Chi- 
nese your modern imifrovemehts." This last re-~ 
mar£ was only answered by a laugh all round and is 
respectfully referred to the NEW \ OKK HERALD. 
After the conclusion of the Interview we were en- 
gaged to dine with the only forelger resident in Nan- 
kin, a Scotchman, who is In the employment of the 
Chinese government as superintendent of the arse- 
nal. The arseual is beyond Hie city wall, near tho 
canal which surrounds the city, and seems to be very 
•wen conducted. The manufacture of cannons, mas- 
kcts and torpedoes is carried on here by native labor 
under foreign superintendence. Tseng-qaq-fau was 
a great patron or arsenals, and the present oraciaia 
tase much pride In the manufactory which enables 
them to subdue rebels aad mav iu time aid them to 
resist the foreigners. The late Viceroy, Tseujj-qno- 
fau, once asKea tne superintendent of the arsenal at 
Shanghae if any foreign government had so grand 
an establishment. - 


About a mile from the arsenal, on a bleat., barren 
spot, amid tbe rums of the lonner suburbs of .Naii- 
K-io and near the debris of tlie iamous poicelaln 
tower, mis cacny Scot has pitched his residence. A 
more bleak, dreary, desolate spot could scarcely be 
fouud outside of Scoilaixd. We were not introduced 
to Aladai'ae, but a rosy-Cheeked little girl catfie iu, 
cleanly and nicely dressed, evidencing that the cauuy 
Scot aau been bewitched by one of liic fair daugh- 
ters of the Celestial Empire, and had cost uts lot 
forever far irom ihe land of his birth, among a Pagan 
people. Poor Scots 1 I wad they Had a better coun- 
try at name. 
Cur time in NanSin was occupied in visiting the 
ruiaed palaces ol the Talplag Emperors. By the 
way, our Scotch Inend had a bedstead and mirror 
that formerly belonged to tbe Wang, orCooiie Kings, 
as they are very properly called. The interior ol r.iie 
city Is a ruin, out of 1,000,000 of mliar.itauts who 
formerly lived here iu splendor not tnoro than 200,000 
remain in misery. The Taiping rebellion caused the 
destruction of 20.000,000 or peop:e on the tributaries 
of the Yangtse Kiang. It was a great movement, 
and, under intelligeut guidance, miglit have intro- 
duced Cunstlanity into chiua; but the Taiping lead- 
ers became lunatics, assumed to receive communi- 
cations direct from God, the Emperor claiming to be 
tlie Son of God and younger brother of Jesus Christ, 
and assumed sovereignty and dominion over all na- 
tions. Foreign nations could not brooic his inso- 
lence and ignorance, and the Talpinc rebellion was 
suppressed by the aid of British and American 
officers, who drilled ana commanded nativg troops. 
Colonel Gordon, of the British service, led the "Ever 
Victorious Army," as Itwascal.ed; bat Ward and 
Burgevine, two brave and adventurous Americans, 
Had inspired it with confidence and brought It into 
efficiency before they were killed. The Chinese 
troops were not in the habit of giving any quarter, 
and in capturing a city spared neitber age, sex nor 
condition* With such troops the military service of 
China cannot be entered by any foreign officer with 
honor. 
The Pagoda of porcelain, built by the Emperor 
Young-loo in 1410, in memory of his mother, was 
one or the prominent leatures of NanKia. as it was 
located on an eminence near the city and could be 
seen by passengers on the Yangtse. 
This Hne 
specimen or architecture was blown np during the 
leignof the Taipihgs, and now nothing but a mass of 
ruins remains of the celebrated porcelain tower or 
Nankin winch used to illustrate primitive school 
booKs. A visit to the Ming Tombs, a lew miles out- 
side the city walls, proved very Interesting. The 
avenue leading to the tombs Is lined with stone fig- 
ures or elephants, camels, lions, griffins. Horses, war- 
riors and priests. They are very old and loos tired 
waiting for the imperial Ming to arise from his tomb. 
As thev have been in attendance about 500 years 
some of them are becoming dilapidated by the loss 
of 
a leg 
and 
others 
falling out 
of 
line 
from 
the 
washing 
away 
of 
the 
ground 
under their feet. 
Inside 
the 
walls 
or 
the 
city pheasants abound aud near the ruins of 
the ?.!lug Tombs we started up some deer, on, the 
desolation or war! Tseng-cmo-fau removed tho 
stones or the rumed palace of tlie Waug to erect a 
Comuciau temple in his memory, and a magnificent 
building it win be when it is finished. The Jesuits 
are rebuilding their establishment, and these are 
about the ouly improvements gotug on in Nankin. 
' Kin Kiang, the next treaty port on the Yangtse, 
is tlic nearest port to the great porcciam manufac- 
tories on the Poyang lake. The customs returns for 
last year give—

The surrounding country has not yet recovered 
from the devastation of the late rebellion, but in a 
few years more of peace this region will resume its 
lormer importance as the great manufacturing 
centre of China. The climate is good, the scenery 
Is beautiful, the soil is rich, tlie people are 
industrious, tlic resources of nature are abun- 
ciaut, 
and 
the 
facilities 
for 
transportation 
invite a larger commerce between the busy 
Hive of celestial bees on tlie Poyaug lakes' and the 
outside world. The lake navigation is not open to 
foreign vessels. This lake remon Is probably the 
cream of China. It seems to be a grand natural reser- 
voir for the waters which atrord tue most complete 
network of Interior communication wlucH is pro- 
posed by any country iu the world. The principal 
exports which go to make up the returns from the 
port of Kin Kiaug are produced on the Poynug lake, 
and are black and green teas, porcelain, vegetable 
tallow, paper, tobacco, hemp, <fce., Ac.; but the ex- 
ports and imports entered at the Cubtom House give 
a very faint Idea or tlie volume or trade—not more 
than ihe Custom House reports of Cincinnati, Louis- 
ville or St. Louis would give to a foreigner an Idea of 
the creat domestic trade upon CDC Inland v aters of 
America. The river steamers touched at Kiu Kiting 
SU1 times, and handled 31!),220 ton.s of freight last 
year. II may be added as worthy of remark tuat this 
Is the only purt-ol China In which the jnnk business 
has increased during the lust year—the Increase! 
tonnage of junks and lorclias being placed at, Iifty 
percenl. II Hie navigation or tho lake were open to 
steamers or slcumtuts it would give soma ih*ight 
into a legion which is supposed to embrace great 
wealth and refinement'. 
The next treaty port above Klu-kiatig Is Hankow, 
at the junction or the Han nnd Yangtze Kianjr. The 
distance rrom Phangliae is stated at 583 geographical 
or G7fi btaiute miles. Three cities may be sanl to 
exist Here, although the foreign settlement is usually 
called HanLo\r,-froni its location at, the mouili or tin; 
River IIuu. Abb'- Hue estimated tlie population at 
Hie junction of tlie rivers at 8,000,000, but tho unm- 
bor i,s lunch l«\ss nour, cither on account or the re- 
bellion or ruiingcs m trade. Hankow is cuimrutlr 
acommeiciul cur ami has no claim io antiquity; ft 
it the lic.ii t of China, and corrc.spoiuly in location 
and inipoi tuner with St. Louis in the ruiit-d s:*uos.

With fnll 
irel«ht of 2,000 tons per week 10,000 tacLs will foot 
up Ina vear a very handsome revenue. It is estimated 
that a flteiuner of 2,000 ton.s will earn an average of 
20,000 tnels per month, andean be rim for an ex- 
pense of less Uian 10,000 taels pc.r montli, including 
interest, insurance, commissions and expenses. Tho 
Khanghao Steam Navigation Company have at the 
present time six steamers employed in the carrying 
trnde on the river, and would no doubt discourage 
the idea of an Increased tonnage.

Tiie Changes ta tl»e Clerical Force— Curious 


Revelations by Oae Who Seems to Know.

After tts organization and the appointment of the 


standing committees the new Board of Education 
went to work In Tight earnest, and has thus far 
avoided any attempt to force Itself npon the atten- 
tion of the public, content that at some ftitnre day 
the result of its labors shonld speak its praise or 
censure. Nevertheless it lias already been attacked 
in open session or the Board by one or the minority 
members for not giving them chairmanships on the 
committees, and in the Hew York Times on account 
§jtue removals made in the clerical force.

It was prlirlnady liroposed to reduce the standing 


co'mnilttees to tlic number of twelve, and to give the 
minority at least three or four chairmanships on 
these— that is, to divide the responsibility In such a 
manner that part of It would, have restsjl wjlh the 
minority. AS, h6wev<St, a moettnf of We ITpiclai 
Committee on By-Laws, on the part of th e minority, a 
further reduction of tne number of standing com- 
mittees was strongly urged and llually agreed upon, 
tne majority came to the conclusion that, under the 
circumstances, it seemed proper to assume the 
whole responsibility for tnc action of the respective 
committees. Two of tlte minority, however, were 
placed on every committee constating of five, and 
one of the minority on every committee consisting 
of three members. Nothing, therefore, can be done 
in any one committee without a full cognizance of 
all the facts on t!io part cf the minority. The ma- 
jority went even so far as to suggest an equal num- 
ber of the majority and the minority from the Audit- 
ing committee (two from each Bide), when, for prac- 
tical reasons, on motion of a member of the minor- 
ity, the members of this committee were likewise 
made of an odd number— namely, five instead oi 
four. 
The changes made in the clerical force of the 
Board, the New York Times, In its issue of the'Sth. 
•Inst., has accompanied, a'nong others, with the fol- 
lowing aspersions:— 


Bach of the parties removed has an unimpeachable rprord 
before the Board, and wero universal la\oritea with thoio 
who dealt with them. 
Two of them— Me«sr8. Coe and 
Schwartz — arc democrats, but, unfortunately for them In 
thia Instance, are related to Mr. Bocae, Clerk of the old Hoard, 
and, of course, they had to fr>. The others were republicans, 
who answered all the reinifrementH or a. nou partisan body, 
but who became exceedingly distasteful to the Board after 
politics had been allowed to enter 1L 


nomocracy or republicanism had nothing to do 
with tuese removals. No one thought of removing 
Mr. Davenport, a republican, from the responsible 
position of head clerk in the Finance Department, 
and no one enjoys Hie esteem and confidence of the 
new Board in a greater degree. Th6 idosfc hlaiitt&r 
in which the business in some of the bmeaus 
has been transacted and the respective books had 
been kept, was the prime cause or these removals. 
jr that reprehensible practice was owing in part to 
the relationship with the ex-clerk, so much tho 
worse for it. 
By tiie accompanying extract irom 


said books yon will learn that irom the Sth February, 
1S07, to the 22d April, 1889, under the nead or "Sun- 
dries," not leas than $12.514 have been expended by 
the ex-clerk and "his relations,"" and that the only

The law passed 
Congress. 


The SnBreme Court judges of this country ara 


elected by the people, and to the number of four- 
teen. At the time the dec'siou was made by the 
bench wnicii flss resulted in the charges whien Save 
Deen before Congress there were thirteen judges 
present, Mr. Altimaiano, well known by repute In 
the United States, being absent, and therefore con- 
veniently ont of the question in the present case. 
The vote of the judges stood tlms;—Seven declared 
the law unconstitutional and six declaied it to oe 
constitutional. The vote, therefore, of the beuch 
was adverse to the constitutionality of the; law. 


These seven judges, who ore now threatened with 


impeachment or suspension by the Congress repre- 
sent some of the first legal talent of the country, 
and au have been tree to the liberal cause. They 
lave replied to the charges in a written document, 
denying their responsibility to Congress.
